British Bitten By 
Progresive Bug 


S oenennmenanneemnal 

BY MR8. N. SHERBACK 
A recent article by Colin Brogen, 
- published in England, and entitled 
“The Decline And Fall of State Edu- 
cation,” states that the most striking 
changes in contemporary education 
in England arise from the revolutian 
in educational theory and philosophy 
which has created so much bewilder. 
ment and uneasiness. 

It was this philosophy, known as 
Progressive education, wiiich revolu- 
tionized the schools of the United 
States and to some extent the schools 
of Alberta. It was this philosophy, 
with its theory that the child must 
express imself in free activities withe 
out coersive externa] discipline, and 
that he will thus learn all he needs 
to know through his natural curiosity, 
which spread through the United 
States some years ago, and finally 
caused the American peoyje to view 
with alarm what was happening in 
their schools. 

I quote from a report on American 
schools published in 1949 in U.S.A, 
entitled The Crisis in American 
Education, “Some four years ago an 
analysis was made of the knowledge 
of freshmen entering one of our bet- 
ter universities. Remember that these 
young people had already had twelve 
years schooling, Yet, 40 percent of 
them had no mathematics other than 
erithmetic, and many of tilese could 
not do a problem in long division. 
One-third had had no training at 
al] in grammar, even in English 
grammar. Less than half could spell 
many words in common Engijsh 
usage. Four out of ten could not 
read quickly or accurately to say 
nothing of being able to write cor- 
rectly a single paragraph of coherent 
prose.” 

Compare the foregoing report with 
what Mr. Brogen has to say about 
English schools. “When in September 
the headmaster of a secondary modern 
school examined his latest betch of 
entrants he found that 25 percent 
“were for practica] purposes illiterate. 
That is a higher percentage than the 
Ministry of Education estimates for 
@rmy recruits, and it was also the 
highest figure in the experience of the 
headmaster. In his judgement the 
de of semiliteracy is still rising, and 
be Relieves that the cause is found

doctrine and practice of “free activ. 
ity” have spread with astonishing 
speed in the last few years. 

Much the same finding was reached 
on a wider scale by a recent con- 
ference of Warwickshire teachers 
which discussed a progressive decline 
in the mastery of the elementary 
disciplines, te three “R's”, The in- 
escapable conclusion from this de- 
cline, which nobody could deny, was 
that there is something ‘wrong with 
teaching methods in the  earl!<st 
stages of school life. 

You see it is the same sad story, 
and somewhat disturbing too. Some- 
how, one had not expected the Eng- 
lis to be so easily led down this 
primrose path. 

Ican think of no philosophy of 
education better calculated to pro- 
duce mental and moral weaklings 
than this progressive education with 
its doctrine that the child should not 
have to attempt to learn subjects 
which do not interest him and for 
whici: he seems to have little ability 
—that is to say that the ‘hard task, 
the unpleasant task should be 
abandoned, 4 

‘We in Alberta do not go complete- 
ly overboard for progressive educa- 
tion. We have weathered the years 
of confusion, and are now building 
more slowly and surely, trying to 
save the best from both the old and 
tiio new systems. 

The elementary schools of Alber- 
ta have an activity program, but 
it is deiinitely a guided program with 
definite aims in view, 

Someone writing in the Calgary 
Herald a few days ago was demand- 
ing that we put spelling back on tho 
curriculum. Well, it is back on the 
curriculum and has been for several 
years. The three “R’s” are right 
back there too, and no one thesé days, 
I tope, is foolish enough to think 
that Willie is going to become so in:

out being told or even coersed a little.

EGGS EXACTLY RIGHT. 


Most homemakers and cooks in 
general consider cooking eggs about 
as simple as boiling water. That is 
probably why so many fried eggs 
have a sole that would do credit to 
a shoe repairer, Eggs respond -té 
gentle treatment by being tender,-and 


low or moderate temperatures should |’ 


be the rule in cooking them: 
It may seem “elementary my dear 
Watson” to discuss how to fry or 


soft-cook the breakfast eggs, but’ 


more peoplé will enjoy them once 
they have eaten them properly pre- 
pared, Too often tough, rubbet'y 
whites are accepted as the: way eggs 
should be. 

Following are some hints to help 
you when cooking eggs. 

Tender Fried Eggs 

Don't drop the eggs into sizzling 
hot fat. If the egg sputters and the 
white bubbles, the pan and fat are 
too hot and the result will be that 
leathery sole we mentioned before. 
The fat should be just hot enoiigh to 


coagulate the egg white slowly. Keep |. 


the heat low or moderate unglas she 
pan, A heavy skillet will heat. more 
evenly. Fat may be spooned over the 
egg yolk to film it with white or not 
as desired, This method may be used 
when bacon has been cooked first and 
there. is sufficient fat in the pan to 
spoon over the yolks, If there is 
more than a thin layer of fat though, 
pour off the excess, 

A second method of frying eggs 
sometimes called ‘fat - poaching” 
eliminates the necessity of standing 
over them while they cook. Melt only 
enough fat in the pan to lightly 
grease it. Break eggs into a ‘saucer 
one at a time and slip gently from 
saucer into the pan. Add 1 to 3 tea- 
spoons of hot water to the pan and 
cover tightly. Cook over low heat 
4 to 5 minutes, or until eggs are 
cooked to the desired degree. The 
water turns to steam and the yolk 
will be covered with a white film 
similar to that produced by spooning 
with hot fat. If you peek too often 
the steam escapes so be sure to add 
a bit more water. 

Tender Soft-Cooked Eggs 

Don't boil eggs, cook them in water 
below the boiling point. One good 
method is to place the eggs in cold 
water to cover, Put a lid on the pan 
and bring the water slowly to the 
boiling point. Set off the heat and 
let stand 3 to 5 minutes depending 
upon whether the yolk is to be soft 
or partially set. For hard-cooked 
eggs let them stand 15 to 20 minutes 
then plunge into cold water. This 
helps prevent a dark ring forming 


around the yolks, 4

OTTAWA. — Canada’s population increased an estimated 
421,000 in the year ended June 1, bringing the total to 14,430,000. 
If the rate of increase could be maintained—indications are that 
it won't be—Canada’'s population would hit the 15,000,000-mark |- 


by late 1953. 


The estimate of the increase in; grants this year is expected to slow 


population was made by the bureau 
of statistics, It took the population 
total of 14,009,426 recorded June 1, 
1951, in the decennial census. It add- 
ed births-and immigration and sub- 
tracted deaths and an estimate of

The increase of’ 421,000 compared 
with @ gain of 297,000 in the previous 
12 months, of 265,000 between June 
1, 1949, and June 1, 1950, and of 
279,000 between June 1, 1948 and 
1949. The 1949 figure did not in- 
clude the 345,000 population gained 
by Newfoundland’s entry into con- 
federation. i 

The bureau said that the increase 
this year was due to a high level of 
births and to the arrival of 216,000 
immigrants between June 1, 1951, 
and the corresponding date this 
year. 

All provinces shared in the popu- 
lation increase, Largest increase 
was 168,000 for Ontario followed by 
118,000 for Quebec, 33,000 for Brit- 
ish Columbia, 31,000 for Alberta, 22,- 
000 for Manitoba, 13,000 for New- 
foundland and 11,000 Saskatchewan, 

Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
each gained 10,000 and Prince Ed- 
ward Island 5,000.

“If he gets inside, go outside,” the 
Bureau advised tourists. And leave 
the door open. 

Presumably, the animal then will 
follow you out. The trick then is to 
get back inside—but be careful not 
to make any of- those dangerous 
“loud noises or sudden actions’’—and 
close the door... gently. 

What to do if the animal doesn’t 
go away? 

Well, said the Bureau, the skunk, 
is probably looking for food. So feed’ 
it, 

“Put some milk, bread, fat, fish, 
or jam outside for him,” the bureau 
advised, and added (hopefully, it 
seemed); “after he eats it, he should 
go away.” 

If the worst does happen-—“if you 
do get skunked up,” was the way the 
bureau worded it—it may not be 
necessayy to burn down the cottage 
or tent. You don’t have to burn 
your clothes, or bury them. And the 
best way to get rid of the smell on 
your body is not to dive into the 
nearest lake or river. 

Warm water and soap is the best 
treatment for the body. Rinse with

WINNIPEG.—Four thousand chin- 
chillas are now Heing raised in the 
prairie provinces, the annual report 
of the National Chinchilla Breeders 
of Canada showed, 

The report said the prairie climate 
has been found ideal for the little 
animals which originated on the 
wind-swept plateaus of the Andes 
Mountains of South America, 

Although a few experimental pelts 
are being taken from the prairie ani- 
mals this year, the report said, a 
tremendous increase in population 
will be necessary before extensive 
pelting is under-way. 

Chinchilla ranching in the west is 
only several years old,

Aerial Survey 
Shows Only 22 


Whoopers Left 


. NEW YORK, —The whooping 
crane has taken another step to- 
wards extinction. An aerial cen- 
sus of the last living. members 
of this tribe, which are North 
America’s {Gllest birds, at their 
winter home in the Aransas na- 
tional wild life refuge on the 
coast of Texas tallied just 22 of 
them—one less than last year. 


To this total add two for the pair 
of captive birds at the zoo in New 


Orleans, There is the possibility also 
that a few individuals were over- 
looked. 


Reporting the census, by the U.S, 
fish and wildlife service, John H. 
Baker, president of the National 
Audubon Society said: 


“Each year it becomes increasing- 


jly apparent that illegal hunting is g 


factor in reducing the numbers of the 
whooping crane and increasing the 
threat of their extinction.” 

At least two of the great birds 
were slain this year by hunters on 
the migration route from northern 
Canada to Texas, One, picked up in 
Saskatchewan, died en route by plane 
to Texas. The other was killed in 
Kansas. _ 

The total of 24 compares with 15 
in the low ebb year of 1989 and 36 
at the subsequent peak in 1949, Hope 
exists therefore that the cranes can 
make still another comeback, 

To do this they must suffer less 
molestation, and they must raise 
more young. Only two youngsters 
identified this year at 
Aransas. 

To counteract molestation by hunt- 
ers, the Audubon society plans to in- 
tensify its educational efforts next 
spring. 

To help the birds raise more 
young, there is hope that they can 
soon be studied on their breeding 
grounds. The exact location of this 
nesting area has been the object of 
widespread search for several years. 
It may have been spotted last sum- 
mer in the Great Slave lake region 
of northern Canada, At least, a 
couple of the birds were seen there 
and further searches will be made,

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Grain Is Food — Keep It Clean! 

A nationwide campaign to im- 
prove sanitation in the storage of 
cereal grains and grain products on 
the farm and in clevators has been 
instituted by the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture and other govern- 
ment agencies in the United States. 
The progress of this drive to in- 
crease grain sanitation through the 
control of insects, rats,.mice and 
birds in stored grain will be watched 
‘closely by everyone associated with 
the industry in Western 
Canada. oe 

Much “Dirty” Grain. The results 
of a year-long survey of flour mills 
in the United States show that only 
38 per cent of the wheat arriving at 
flour mills was completely free from 
both internal insect infest:iion and 
rodent. and bird filth contamination. 
They also showed that insect frag- 
ments, rodent filth and hairs, and 
bird feathers and filth are cxreraety 
difficult, to remove in the flour mil- 
ling process. On the basis of these 
findings, the U:S. Food and Drug 
Administration has recently an- 
nounced a stricter program to pre- 

,.yent grain with insect, rodent and 
bird fragments from entering inter- 
state commerce for human consump- 
tion. After July 1, 1953, for in- 
stance, grain which contains 3 or 
more insect “exit” holes per % pint 
sample will be classified as “suspect 
grain.” It will be subject to special 
tests. Furthermore, grain that shows 
any evidence of bird filth, or con- 
tains one or more rat or, mouse pel- 
lete per pint of grain, will not be 
allowed to enter food channels, The 
enforcement of these measures will 
compel the American farmer to keep 
his grain “clean,” or take a chance 
on selling it at a reduced market 
price. 

The Challenge. Canada has devel- 
oped a reputation throughout the |

“clean” grain. If we are to maintain 

this reputation we must be prepared 
to handle and store our grain under 
more sanitary conditions. In the 
years ahead, “clean” grain will 
mean a better market demand and

It was created thirteen years ago to 
meet the emergency of war, and during these years almost every major 
item of food has been rationed, At one time bread, meat, tea, coffee, eggs, 
and many other foods were available only in limited supply, but gradually 
the list of rationed foods has been shortened and it is hoped that it will 
800n be possible to remove all restrictions,

As the food situation has improved, the work of the 
Many Local Food Ministry has decreased. Many local offices 
have closed and the ministry's staff has been reduced 
Offices Close from more than 44,000 to 24,000. Numerous adjust- 
ments in food distribution, payments of subsidies and other matters which 
have been handled by the Food Ministry will have to be made before the 
work is completely finished, but the British people are greatly encouraged 
at the prospect of no longer having to present ration books, fill in forms, 
and stand in queues for shopping, which has been their lot since rationing 
was introduced in January, 1940,

“'REGINA.—Rapid progress is being 
made in development work on the 
new copper-gold property in the 
Birch Lake district of northeastern 
Saskatchewan, This was announced 
by Hon. J. W. Brockelbank, Minister 
of Natural Resources, 

The development work spoken of 
by the) Minister, is being carried out 
by Hudson Bay Mining & Smelting, 
The company’ has locate two shaft 
sites near the shores of Birch Lake, 
about 10 miles west-southwest, of 
Flin Flon. One is situated a ‘few 
hundred feet from its eastern shore, 
while the other is at the southern 
end, of the lake. There appears to 
be two separate mineralized zones, 

Mr. Brockelbank stated that pres- 
ent development plans by the com- 
pany indicate substantial. programs 
Ht hott: sites..\, Preparations have al- 
ready been made for shaft sinking 
at the eastern Birch Lake site, on 
completion of which, the shaft sink- 
ing crew will move to the southern 
location, This is the first shaft\to 
be sunk from the surface in this 
area of the province, in the search 
for base metals... : 

Electricity for both sites will be 
supplied by extensions of the power 
line already existent at the Aafe 
mine, about seven miles to the north- 
east, 

Presently, a two and one-half mile 
road is being pushed through to the 
sites, from the Denare Beach-Flin 
Flon highway, Completely financed 
by Hudson Bay Mining & Smelting, 
the road is about. halfway finished.

Some 50,000 one-time permit-hold- 
ers are prohibited, More than 17,000 
persons -had their licences suspended 
in 1951 alone, says the annual report 
of the motor vehicles branch. 

Of this number, only 601- were 
banned because of bad driving re-

Alberta, Sask. 
Had Biggest 
Hunting Season 


EDMONTON. — Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have closed the 
books on one of their biggest 
hunting seasons. A highlight of 
the Alberta season was that 
there were no hunting fatalities 
for the first time in years. 

Although complete figures are not 
!yet available, Alberta reports more 
game hunting licences, except for 
non-resident big-game hunters, were 
sold than in any other year, Sale of 
licences to resident hunters alone will 
top the 40,000 mark. Only four 
years ago the total was 27,000. 

In Saskatchewan, it is estimated 


Non-résident’ bird hunters and be- 
tween,’ 25, and 35,000 big-game 
hunters. 


The over-all take in Alberta may 
be down because of the mild fall and 
early winter which produced little or 
no snow. This made birds and ani- 
mals harder to hunt. Saskatchewan 
hunters reported the same difficulty, 

Biggest worry of Alberta game of- 
ficiats at the moment is the unusual- 
ly large number of ducks still in the 
province because of this mild weath- 
er, If they stay too long many of 
‘the ducks may be too thin to make 
the long annual migration to the 
southern states for the winter, 

Ideal breeding conditions resulting 
from heavy spring and summer rains 
helped swell Alberta's duck popula- 
tion. Brood counts—young hatched 
in the province — increased 80 per 
cent, over last year. 

Fur trapping is getting into full 
swing. Close to 8,500 trappers are 
following a network of traplines cov- 
ering approximately 150,000 square 
miles in Saskatchewan's northland. 
Alberta has an estimated 3,000 trap- 
pers, who last year trapped more 
than 2,000,000 wild animals valued 
at $1,765,000, 

There is lots of fur to trap in both 
provinces, Prices are reported un- 
attractive in Alberta although in 
Saskatchewan they are expected to 
hold up fairly well, with initial prices 
slightly above average, 

A big muskrat salvage operation 
is in progress in Saskatchewan, aim- 
ed at harvesting a surplus supply 
which may die in frozen shallow 
waters unless harvested now.

‘Growing Pains 
Hit Whitehorse 


WHITEHORSE, Y.T.—"Hub of 
the North’. That's the wa 
Mayor Gordon Armstrong de- 
scribes this young city of 3,000 
which grew out of a village of 
300 within 10 years. 

Through here pass the major trans- 
portation outlets of the Yukon and, 
to some extent, Alaska—the Alaska 
Highway, the Yukon and White Pass 
railway from Juneau, Alaska, river 
boats which serve the northern 
towns, and Canadian Pacific and Pan- 
American airlines, 

Whitehorse, stepping stone on the 
hazardous trip from the coast to the 
Klondike goldfield at Dawson at the 
turn of the century, came into its 
own when the. Alaska Highway was 
built in 1942, 

Declared a city in June, 1950, it 
is situated on the bank of the Yukon 
river and is the centre of the Yukon’s 
growing population. The government 
recognized this when it announced 
last year the capital will be moved 
from Dawson to Whitehorse, 

This is a city which thinks a civic 
centre with ice arean is more impor- 
tant than a city hall. It caters to 
travellers who use the various trans- 
portation systems. 


It is growing so fast and business 
is so brisk, Canadian Pacific Airlines 
has announced it intends to use big, 
four-engined planes similar to those 
on its Pacific run to service it, 

Last. year the first modern cock- 
tail bar in the Yukon was opened 
here, (The territory voted for liquor 
|by the glass.) Today, there are nine 
places to buy a drink and only four 
to buy a meal. 

Growing pains are its greatest 
malady. It has little money but a 
great deal to spend it on. Under the’ 
articles of its incorporation, it can 
borrow only comparatively small 
amounts, 

Except in the business district, 
there is no running water or sewage 
system, Water is delivered in the 
morning by truck in the same man- 
ner as milk in other communities, 

A new school was opened this 
year but already it is too small to 
accommodate children of city folk 
and of the estimated 1,500 Army and 
Air Force personnel living in or 
around the city. New cement side- 
walks are being built along the wide, 
unpaved streets, 

The first meetings of city council 
were held in the hotel room of City 
Clerk Percy Hewitt. Five thousand 
dollars was borrowed from the terri- 
torial government to equip -an office 
with desks, filing cabinets and:so on. 

The present civic offices are small 
and poky, But the civic centre, fi- 
nanced by public subscription, will 
be elaborate, and will, eventually 
cost about $500,000, 

Mayor Armstrong Says Whitehorse 
has a long way to go before it 
catches up with itself, but it's get- 
ting there. 


Move Started To 
Preserve Riel Sites 
In Saskatchewan 


SASKATOON. — A movement has 
started in northern Saskatchewan to 
save for posterity as many_as pos- 
sible of the historic sites connected 
with the days of settlement and the 
Riel rebellion of 1885, 

The Historical Society in the area 
jof Duck Lake, Batoche, Fish Creek, 
St. Louis, St, Laurent and Carlton 
is backing the campaign, 

The Historical Society wants the 
historic 1885 trail winding along the 
South Saskatchewan river to be 
marked and publicized for visitors 
and tourists, Even today, Metis 
homes—dating back to 1885—may be 
seen along the trail, Some still have 
thatched roofs and out-door ovens. 


U.S. FARMERS PLAN 
|TO CUT HOG PRODUCTION 

WASHINGTON, —*» Government 
hopes of a larger supply of meat this 
year were dimmed by an Agricultural 
Department report that U.S. farmers 
plan to produce 15 per cent, fewer 
pigs next spring, 

A farm survey indicated a spring 
crop of 48,000,000 pigs compared 
with 56,430,000 last spring and an 
average spring crop of 66,242,000. 
Spring pigs will provide the U.S. 
pork supply next fall and winter.

Returning To Front 


Story Of Canadian Soldier 
In Korea Who Was Shof, 


Stabbed And 


(Bill Boss, Canadian war corres- 
pondent in Korea, has been in the 
thefttre far longer than any Cana- 
dian newspaper man and probably 
longer than any Canadian soldier. 
The bearded reporter, who covered 
Canadian troops in ltaly and on the 
Western front, prides himself on his 
accuracy and his authentic detail, 
Last April his story of “The Man 
the Chinese Couldn’t Kill’ was wide- 
ly played in Canada—and was pre- 
cise in detail—but he had the man's 
name wrong. To get this single story 
exactly right, Boss travelled more 
than 1,000 miles between assignments 
with the Canadian Navy, at the 
Korean front, at Koje island—finally 
finding. the right man in a conva- 
lescent depot in Japan, Here is 
Hoss's story, an evidence of the 


front-line reporter's determination to 
tell the story and tell it right.),

KURE, Japan.—The man the Chin- 
ese couldn’t kill is about ready to 


get his own back. 


L. Cpl. Gordon Manktelow of Ajax, 
Ont., has about finished convalescent 
training here and expects to return 
to his unit, the 1st Battalion Royal 
Canadian Regiment, soon. 

Last March 26 Manktelow played 
dead while Chinese Communist sol- 
diers pummelled him, stabbed him 
with bayonets, set off a hand grenade 
beside him and outlined his body with 
burp-gun bursts, 

His presence of mind was the talk 
of the battalion. But my story by 
error. gave the credit to another sol- 
dier, Cpl. Kefi~McOrmond of Sud- 
bury, Ont. 

Manktelow, a 20-year-old corporal 
just 16 months in the Army, has a 
story more harrowing than the ver- 
sion first reported. 

“We were a six-man outpost”, he 
said at No. 6 Convalescent Training 
Depot here. ‘When the -position was 
mortared, our corporal asked permis- 
sion to withdraw.” 

The withdrawal was under way 
when Manktelow remembered a car- 
bine with the latest infra-red sight 
had been left. He returned to the 
position, blew up the carbine with a 
grenade and used a few more gren- 
ades ‘against Chinese he heard on the 
way back. 

By then there were Communists 
ahead as well as behind him and he 
went to ground, One of seven Chin- 
ese running uphill tripped over him. 

“They tried to ‘wake me up’, slap- 
ped my face after taking my rifle 
and then dropped me again. 

“I was lying face down, arms out- 
stretched, They started to drag me. 


Then a fellow started bayonetting 


me, Each time he hit me I was able 
to sag. That’s what saved me—that 
and my parka. 

“There were four superficial 
wounds—two on the right arm, one 
in my seat and one in the muscle 
of my left leg. 

“The man with the bayonet hit me 
on the side of the head with the butt 
of his rifle. Then the two holding 
me threw me down, I had a No. 36 
grenade in my hand and they found 
it, 

“They must have pulled the pin, 
then put the, grenade sideways on 
the ground beside me, ‘They walked 
away, waiting for the grenade to go 
off, -The base plug went into my 
thigh, but the fragments went off in 
other directions, They thought it 
was a big laugh. 

“They kicked me a couple of times, 
poked me, then walked away. I had 
been turned over and now was lying 
face up. 

“Two men fired burp-gun bursts 
at me. One burst grazed my head, 
knocked my cap away and threw 
dirt ‘on my face. 
to follow the outline of my body, I 
could feel the heat of the“bullets in 
the ground, and again they threw 
dirt all over me.” 

Those Chinese left, but Manktelow 
heard others and decided he'd better 
He was in pain 
and weak from loss of blood. Luckily 
his uniform helped the blood congeal 
over some of his wounds, 

“One of the first group came back, 
He started to undo my parka. But 
just as he reached my neck some- 
body called and he left. I don’t know 
what he was going to do. I don’t 
think I could have taken much more 
—lI'd had enough, 

“After he deft I wasn't bothered 
any more.” 

The corporal lay there until RCR 
mortar fire began to fall.” He got his 
bearings from spotlights and crawled 
off a path into an RCR minefield.

Left For Dead 


“IT domt know whether I flaked 
out or what happened, but next I re- 
member it was fairly light, Then I 
got on the path again, I heard 
noises and thought it might be more 
Chinese, 

“It turned out to be a patrol (led 
by Lieut. Russ Gardiner of Arnprior 
and Kingston, Ont.) to see if there 
were any survivors, and to bring in 
the dead and wounded. 

“They came over a crest. One man 
aimed his Sten gun at me. I said 
‘Don't shoot’, Then I started to cry. 
I couldn't believe I was safe again.” 

He emerged from the ether at a 
hospital near Seoul to find something 
taped to his shoulder; the base-plate 
of the grenade, Someone stole it 
from him later at the COMI SN WeOter 
hospital here. 

Manktelow's recovery has been 
complete, and a skin graft is gees 
over the base-plate scar, 

“God sure was looking after me 
that night. If_I’d been lying on the 
ground that bayonet would have got 

me... the grenade on its side... 
the burp-gun , , . the minefield. It 
was more than pure luck, I’m telling 
you. It was uncanny, 

“I get scared even now just think- 
ing about some of the things that 
could have happened — and about 
some of the things that did.” 

How does he feel about going 
back? 

“I'm looking forward to it—in a 
way. My buddies are there, I’m in- 
terested to see how I'll react to ac- 
tion again. But I know that when 
it cones I'll be too basy to worry.” 
- How did the error in ramez occur 
in my first story? 

I first got the wrong name at 
brigade headquarters and my notes 
list McOrmond's name with a page 
of detail on what actually happened 
to Manktelow. I went to the RCR 
to talk to McOrmond—but he had 
left for Canada on rotation, His com- 
pany commander’ confirmed my notes 
on “the man the Chinese couldn’t 
kill’, but didn’t realize I had the 
wrong name. 

And I never did get the story of 
another patrol exploit, a week be- 
fore Manktelow’s experience, that 
later won McOrmond the Military 
Medal,

New Flax Varieties 

The demand in recent years for 
varieties resistant to rust, wilt, and 
other diseases has brought about 
many important changes in the flax 
varieties grown in the Prairie 
Provinces, 

Variety Shifts. Surveya conducted 
since. 1949 by the Line Elevators 
Farm Service show that the flax 
variety picture is changing rapidly, 
pa’ iculirly in Manitoba. In 
1949, for instance, three varieties— 
Dakota, Roya! and Redwing, occu- 

ied 80.4% of the total Manitoba 

x acreage, whereas in 1952 these 
three varieties were grown on only 
28.7% of the area. Flax vary 
changes in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta have also been important, but 
less rapid and not so striking as 
those occurring in Manitoba. 

New Varieties. Within the past « 

_few years several new flax varieties 
have been licenced for sale in Can- 
ada. A brief description of 4 of 
these follows, (1) Rocket—This is 
a medium to late variety. It has 
brown, medium to large seeds, 
Rocket is resistant to lodging, and 
a good yielder. It is resistant to 
rust, semi-resistant to wilt, and ~ 
moderately susceptible to pasmo, 
(2) Redwood is a late variety which 
ripens uniformly. It brown 
seeds of average size. Redwood is 
resistant to rust and wilt, and 
tolerant to pasmo. It has yielded 
well in southern Manitoba. (3) 
Sheyenne—This is an early variety 
with small, brown . It is resist- 
ant to rust and wilt and moderately 
tolerant to pasmo. enne is not 
a high yielder. (4) Marine— 
is another earl Yerehy Ty appear-
